CAP.  XLVI. 

An  act  to  amend  the  provisions  of  the  several  acts 
relating  to  tlie  incorporation  of  the  city  of  Québec. 

WHEBEAS  a  great  number  of  the  municipal  electors 
of  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Québec  hâve,  by 
their  pétition,  prayed  to  obtain  amendments  to  the  several 
acts  concerning  the  incorporation  of  the  city  of  Québec 
and  the  water  works  of  the  said  city  ;  and  whereas  the 
corporation  of  the  said  city  of  Québec  has,  b}^  its  pétition, 
prayed  for  certain  amendments  to  the  several  acts  relating 
to  the  incorporation  of  the  said  city  ;  and  whereas  it  is  ex- 
pédient to  legislate  in  the  premises  ; 

Therefore,  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  ad  vice  and 
consent  of  the  Législature  of  Québec,  enacts  as  follows  : 

î.  Section  flve  of  the  act  twenty-ninth  Yictoria,  chapter 
fiffcy-seven,  is  repealed  by  the  présent  act,  and  the  follow- 
ing  section  substituted  therefor  : 

1.  On  and  after  the  first  Monday  of  May  followingv  the  Oity  CouaoU. 
passing  of  this  act,  the  council  of  the  city  of  Québec  shall 
consist  of  the  mayor,  eight  aldermen  and  sixteen  council- 
lors,  that  is  to  say,  of  one  alderman  and  two  councillors 
for  each  ward  ;  the  said  councillors  and  aldermen  shall 
hold  office  during  two  years. 
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Mayor  by         2.  The  iiiayor  shall  be  elected  by  tlie  absolute  majority

office.  be  chosen  from  the  aldermen  or  the  councillors,  and  his

or  that  it  have  become  vacant  for  any  other  cause.

1.  To  vote  for  the  élection  of  an  alderman  or  of  a  coun- 
cillor the  person  intending  to  vote  shall  be  at  least  of  the 
âge  of  twenty-one  years,  shall  have  been  assessed  accord- 
ing  to  law,  shall  have  paid  ail  his  assessments  before  the 
first  day  of  March  at  least  of  each  year,  shall  be  a  subject 
of  Her  Majesty  by  birth  or  naturalization,  and  be  inscrib- 
ed  on  the  list  of  voters  for  alderman  or  councillor  for  the 
ward  in  which  he  desires  to  vote. 
Iiderm  f°r  ^'  ^°  Person  sna^  be  entitled  to  vote  for  the  élection  of 
an  alderman  unless  he  is  proprietor  of  immoveable  pro- 
perty  in  the  said  city  of  the  annual  assessed  value  of  ilfty 
dollars  or  more,  nor  unless  his  name  be  inscribed  on  the 
list  of  electors  having  the  right  to  vote  for  an  alderman  for 
the  ward  in  whrch  he  wishes  to  vote. 
voSiCfo°rrs  ^'  ^°  Person  shall  vote  for  councillor  unless  he  is  pro- 
Counciiior.  prietor  of  immoveable  property  in  the  said  city  of  the  as- 
sessed  value  of  twenty-five  dollars,  nor  unless  his  name  is 
inscribed  on  the  list  of  persons  having  the  right  to  vote 
for  a  councillor  for  the  ward  in  which  he  desires  to  vote. 
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4.  Every  coproprietor  shall  be  equally  entitled  to  vote  Co-proprietors. 
for  an  alderman  or  for  a  councillor,  if  his  share  of  the  pro- 

perty  is  assessed  at  an  animal  value  snfficiently  high,  and 
if  he  is  otherwise  duly  qualified  in  accordance  with  the 
two  preceding  paragraphs. 

5.  Notwithstanding  the  two  preceding  sub-sections  every  Rate-payer 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  the  élection  of  council-  councillor. 
lor,  who  shall  have  paid  to  the  city  treasurer,  before  the 

first  of  March,  the  sum  of  twenty-live  dollars  of  annual 
assessments  of  whatever  nature  for  the  current  year,  apart 
from  water  tax,  and  provided  that  his  naine  is  inscribed  on 
the  list  of  voters  for  councillor,  for  the  ward  in  which  such 
person  desires  to  vote. 

6.  Notwithstanding  the  sub-sections  three  and  four  ol 
this  section,  every  résident  of  the  said  city  will  have  the 
right  to  vote  for  a  councillor,  provided  that  previous  to  the 
first  of  March,  there  shall  have  been  paid  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  said  city,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  such  proportion 
of  the  animal  assessment  on  his  rental  as  would  before  the 
passing  of  this  a  et,  have  fallen  to  the  tenant  or  other  taxes 
for  the  current  fiscal  year,  apart  from  his  water  rates,  and 
provided  his  name  is  inscribed  on  the  list  of  voters  for 
councillors  for  the  ward  in  which  he  résides. 

7.  No  person  being  an  officer  or  servant  of  the  corpora-  Corporation 
tion,  and  receiving  an  income  or  wages  from  the  corpora-  d^qïaiified. 
tion  as  such,  or  having  any  subsisting  contract  with  the 
corporation,  or  interest  in  such  contract,  at  the  time  of  such

S.  The  first  paragraph  of  the  eighth  section  of  the  act 
twenty-ninth  Victoria,  chapter  fifty-seven,  is  repealed,  and 
the  following  is  snbstituted  therefor  : 

1.  If  any  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  mayor,  the  city  Vacancyintho 
council  shall,  in  accordance  with  ihe  requirements  of  this  office  of  Mayor. 
act,  at  its  first  meeting  afterthe  occurring  of  such  vacancy, 
elect  from  among  their  own  number  a  suitable  person  to 
be  mayor  for  the  rest  of  the  terni  of  the  former  mayor,  and 
the  seat  of  the  aider  m  an  or  councillor  thus  chosen  to  be 
mayor,  shall  be  filled  up  by  the  élection  of  another  coun- 
cillor or  alderman  as  the  case  may  be,  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  this  act  for  the  élection  of  alderman  or  councillor. 

4.  The  fifth  sub-sectien  of  the  eighth  section  of  the 
twenty-ninth  Victoria,  cl.ia.pter  fifty-sevèn*  is  repealed,  and 
the  fbliowing  substitutecl  therefor  : 

1.  Every  extraordinary  vacancy  in  the  office  of  alderman  Vacancyintho 
or  councillor,  shall  be  fiîled  up  for  the  remainder  of  the offico  of  Alder" 
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maa  or  Coun-  term  of  office  withiu  the  six  juridical  days  appointed  by 
the  mayor,  (following  as  nearly  as  possible  the  said  va- 
cancy)  in  the  same  manner  as  is  herein  provided  to  be 
followed  at  the  ordinary  expiring  of  the  term  of  office  of 
an  alderman  or  a  councillor  ;  such  notice  to  be  given  by 
the  mayor  in  an  English  newspaper  and  a  French  news- 
pape  r  published  in  the  said  city,  at  least  two  days  before 
that  appointed  for  the  nomination  of  candidates.

1.  The  city  clerk  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dol-  Penalty  on 
lars,  and  in  default  of  payment  of  the  same  and  of  costs,  to  refusa/to*  ct°.r 
imprisonment  of  not  more  than  one  month  for  each  time 

that  he  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  fulfil  any  one  of  the  duties 
imposed  upon  him  by  the  présent  act. 

2.  Every  assessor  shall  incur  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars,  Penalty  on 
and  in  default  of  payment  of  the  sum  and  of  costs,  impri-  ^g^^act 
sonment  for  not  more  than  one  month  each  time  that  he 

shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  fulfil  any  of  the  duties  imposed 
on  him  by  the  présent  act.  The  penalties  in  the  two 
preceding  cases  may  be  recovered  before  any  justice  of 
the  peace. 

CANDIDATES — NOMINATION  AND  IÎEGISTRATION  OF  VOTES. 

10.  The  twelfth  section  of  the  act  twenty-ninth  Victoria, 
chapter  fifty-seven,  is  repealed,  and  the  following  is  sub- 
stituted  therefor  : 

1.  As  soon  as  the  lists  of  voters  shall  be  revised,  correct-  Revised  lista 
ed,  signed  and  sealed  in  conformity  with  the  said  act,  they  pHed„°m  S"p 
shall  be  again  placed  in  the  city  hall,  under  the  care  of 

the  city  clerk,  to  remain  in  the  archives  in  the  office  of  the 
said  city  clerk,  who  shall  forthwith  supply  certified  copies 
of  the  said  lists,  or  of  any  of  them,  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents 
per  hundred  words,  for  such  copy  or  copies,  when  requested 
to  supply  one  by  any  duly  qualified  voter. 

2.  On  the  second  Monday  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  Nomination  of 
hundred  and  seventy,  and  of  each  alternate  year,  or  on  the  candldates- 
next  juridical  day,  if  the  second  Monday  is  a  légal  holiday, 

the  nomination  of  candidates  for  the  offices  of  aldermen 
and  councillors,  shall  take  place  at  the  city  clerk's  office, 
in  the  city  hall,  between  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  morning 
and  four  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon. 

3.  For  the  first  élection  of  aldermen  and  councillors, Modeofdesi?- 
under  the  présent  act,  and  for  ail  those  to  take  place  there-  datesf  C&n<il~ 
under  in  future,  the  candidates  shall  be  named  and  desig- 

nated  in  a  réquisition  in  writing,  signed  by  two  or  more 
electors  duly  qualified  under  this  act,  and  deposited  in  the 
office  of  the  city  clerk,  on  the  second  Monday  of  April. 

4.  If  there  should  be  but  one  candidate  on  the  first  day  if  oniy  one 
of  nomination  he  shall  be  ipso  facto  elected,  and  it  shall  be candldat0* 
the  duty  of  the  city  clerk  to  immediately  proclaim  the  élec- 
tion of  such  candidate  and  to  publish  notice  thereof  in  one 
English  and  in  one  French  newspaper  of  the  said  city. 

5.  If  there  should  be  more  than  one  candidate  f or  any If  8?v*rnl 
such  office,  the  voting  shall  take  place  at  the  office  of  the candldatM' 
city  clerk,  between  the  third  Monday  of  April,  and  the 
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following  Saturday,  both  days  included,  between  nine  of 
the  clock  in  the  morning  and  four  of  the  clock  in  the 
afternoon,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  clerk  to 
announce  the  liâmes  of  the  candidates  for  each  ward,  by  a 
notice  posted  on  the  door  of  his  office  at  the  city  hall,  and 
pnblished  in  an  English  and  in  a  French  newspaper  of 
the  said  city,  from  the  day  of  snch  nomination  until  the 
first  day  of  voting. 
Voters  on  Ust  6.  Every  person  whose  name  shall  appear  in  the  said 
^ttSian  ÎSItc°Py .of  the  said  voters'  list,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the 
i.f  scheduie  5.  élection  of  a  person  to  be  alderman  or  councillor  for  the 
ward  for  which  such  list  shall  have  been  made  without 
taking  any  oath  other  than  that  indicated  in  scheduie  5, 
annexed  to  this  act,  which  oath  the  said  city  clerk,  or  his 
assistant,  or  any  justice  of  the  peace  présent  at  the  said 
élection,  shall  have  power  to  administer. 
Votîng  in  7.  Anv  duly  qualiiied  elector  shall  have  the  privilège  of 
wntmg.  voting  in  writiiig,  by  drawing  up  a  déclaration  which  he 
shall  sign  before  the  sheriff,  prothonotary,  jiidge  of  the 
sessions,  recorder,  clerk  of  the  crown  or  clerk  of  the  peace 
of  the  said  city  of  Québec,  who  knows  him,  in  which  he 
shall  state  for  which  candidate  he  votes,  taking  before 
such  public  officer  the  affidavit  indicated  in  scheduie  5, 
annexed  to  this  act,  (omitting  in  the  said  affidavit  the 
words  :  "which  is  now  shown  to  me  ")  ;  which  said  décla- 
ration and  affidavit  shall  be  delivered  to  the  clerk  of  the 
said  city  within  the  fifteen  days  preceding  the  closing  of 
the  poil,  during  the  said  élection  the  said  city  clerk  shall 
file  the  same  among  the  archives  of  his  office,  and  shall 
register  the  said  vote  in  the  poil  book,  and  such  vote  shall 
have  the  same  effectfor  the  purpose  of  this  act,  as  if  ithad 
been  registered  in  the  présence  of  the  voter. 
Candidates  8.  Each  and  every  candidate,  shall  have  the  right  of 
^proteEt?11*  being  présent  in  the  office  of  the  said  city  clerk  during  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  said  élection,  either  in  person  or 
by  proxy,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  satisfy  himself  by 
inspection  that  the  votes  have  been  correctly  enter ed,  and 
such  candidate  or  his  proxy  shall  have  the  right  of  pro- 
testing  against  ail  errors,  frauds,  irregularities,  or  false 
entry  or  entries  which  may  be  made  before  the  said  city 
clerk. 

Poli-books.  9,  The  city  clerk  shall  prépare,  before  the  first  day  of 
April  immediately  preceding  such  élection,  poil  books,  to 
wit  :  a  book  for  each  ward  of  the  said  city  in  which  shall 
be  entered,  under  distinct  headings,  under  the  inspection 
of,  the  city  clerk  or  his  assistant,  during  the  voting,  the 
name  of  each  elector  and  the  name  of  the  candidate  for 
whom  jsuch  elector  may  vote. 

How  made.  10.  There  shall  be  in  the  said  books  distinct  and  separate 
columns,  at  the  head  of  which  shall  be  written  the  names 
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of  the  candidates  for  the  office  of  aldermen  and  councillors 
for  whom  the  electors  may  vote,  and  so  soon  as  each  elec- 
tor  shall  hâve  voted,  his  vote  shall  be  registered  by  the 
figure  1,  placed  in  the  column  opposite  to  the  voter's  name 
and  in  the  column  at  the  head  of  which  appears  the  name 
of  the  candidate  for  whom  such  elector  shall  have  voted. 

11.  On  the  demand  of  any  candidate  or  of  his  duly  0ath  adminis- 
authorized  agent,  or  of  any  qualified  elector  for  such  ward,  tered. 

or  when  the  city  clerk  or  his  assistant,  or  any  justice  of  the 
peace,  may  judge  it  fit  and  proper,  the  said  city  clerk  or 
his  assistant,  or  any  such  justice  of  the  peace,  shall  and 
may  administer  to  any  voter  the  oath  contained  in  the 
hereinabove  mentioned  schedule  5. 

12.  If  the  voter  refuses  to  take  the  oath,  the  words  Refusai  to 
"refused  to   swear,"   shall   be   written  opposite  to  his take  the  °(athî 
name,  and  he  shall  be  disqualified  thereby  from  voting. 

If  the  voter  consent  to  take  the  oath,  the  word  "  sworn," 
shall  be  written  opposite  to  his  name  and  his  vote  shall  foe 
registered. 

13.  Any  person,  who,  at  any  élection  of  an  alderman,  or  A^t,  ^ 
councillor  or  councillors  for  the  said  city,  or  for  any  ward  lau^roting, 
thereof,  shall  unlawfully  atteinpted  to  vote  with  the  cer-  !™d  Penalty> 
tiiicate  of  another  elector,  may,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be  c  °" 
arrested  on  view  by  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  said 

city  of  Québec,  or  by  any  peace  officer  or  constable  pré- 
sent at  any  such  élection,  or  by  warrant  of  any  justice  of 
the  peace,  and  so  arrested  to  be  committed  to  safe  custody, 
or  confined  in  the  common  gaol  of  the  district  of  Québec, 
till  the  close  or  termination  of  the  said  élection,  and  till 
good  and  sufncient  security  may  be  taken  from  the  parties 
so  arrested,  that  they  shall  duly  appear  and  answer  to 
any  charge  that  may  be  made  against  them  as  aforesaid  ; 
and  each  and  every  such  person,  on  conviction  of  the  said 
ofFence,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  or  sum  of  money  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  current  money  of  this  pro- 
vince, and  in  default  of  immédiate  payment  shall  be  liable 
to  an  imprisonment  not  exceeding  three  months  in  the 
common  gaol  or  the  house  of  correction  of  the  said  dis- 
trict, for  each  and  every  such  ofFence,  unless  such  fine 
shall  be  sooner  paid. 

14.  The  city  clerk,  or  his  assistant  shall  have  the  power  cierks. 
of  naming  one  or  several  cierks  to  enter  in  the  poil  books 

the  names  of  voters,  and  to  make  ail  the  other  entries  re- 
quired  by  this  act,  and  such  clerk  or  cierks  shall  take 
before  the  city  clerk  or  his  assistant  the  oath  contained  in 
schedule  B  annexed  to  the  said  act  twenty-ninth  Victoria, 
chapter  fifty-seven. 

15.  Each  elector  may  vote  at  the  élection  of  an  alderman  Electors  iup 
or  a  councillor  for  each  ward  in  which  his  name  is  legally  [j^^™01 
inserted  in  the  respective  list  of  voters  for  such  ward.

16.  On  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  May,,  the  said  city 
clerk  or  his  assistant  shall  draw  up  a  report,  establishing 
in  writing,  at  full  length,  the  nnmber  of  v©èes  thus  regis- 
tered  for  each  candidate,  and  he  shall  annex  to  the  said 
report  an  affidavit  sworn  to  before  any  justice  of  the  peaceT 
(and  which  affidavit  snch  justice  of  the  peace  is«  by  this 
act  authorized  to  receive),  stating  that  the  said  poil  books 
have  been  faithfully  and  carefully  kept  according  to  law. 
The  report  shall  be  made  to  the  Recorder,  wh©se  dnty  it 
shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  of  May,  at  the  office  of  the 
city  clerk,  in  the  city  hall,  to  déclare  elected  to  the  charge 
of  aldermen  or  councillors  ail  those  who  shall  have  ob- 
tained  the  highest  nnmber  of  votes  for  said  charge  of  al- 
derman  or  conncillor  in  each  ward  ;  and  in  case  of  the 
votes  being  eqnally  divided  for  the  same  charge  of  alder-
